Club's Condoning Tribune

, The S.E.C. hits scverly reprimand- 
td the L.P.P. Club for their actions 
in condemning the sale of the 
Canadian Tribune in the McGill 
.Union, in contravention of Union 
.House Regulations. 
, In • seven and. one half hour 
.special meeting of the Students Ex 
-ecutive Council Ias\ Thursday, mo 
lions were passed reprimanding the 
,club, reinstating its constitution, up- 
holding the actions of the Union 
.Committee and recommending to 
rthat committee that it reconsider 
■ lis decision to ban the club from 
•Union premises for five months, 
this reconsideration in the light of 
•-the higher censure of the club by 
the SEC. 

' The three Individuals who sold 
♦he Canadian Tribune on the steps 
of the Union have been suspended 
•from the Students Society until 
June 30, 1949. 

Don Vlnce, Joan Radlcy and Jack 
"Crepeau of the Union House Com- 
mittee testified at the special meet- 
ing, as did Lou Gotthcil. Lionel 
Albert, Dan Nerenberg and Allan 
Zinman of the L.P.P. Club execu- 
tive. 

The Union House Committee is 
meeting tomorrow lo reconsider its 
ban of the L.P.P. Club. 

The three motions passed by the 
SEC are: 

1. Whereas there is a rule pro- 
hibiting the distribution and sale 
of literature in the McGill Union 
without proper authorization; 

And whereas Messrs. Lionel 
Albert, Daniel Nerenberg, ' and 
Allen Zinman, being Members of 
1 an Executive of a McGill Campus 
Club, acted in bad faith in breaking 
ihis rule on Monday, January 31, 
1948, in selling the Canadian Tri- 
bune in the McGill Union; 

Therefore be it resolved that 
Messrs. Albert, Nerenberg and 
Zinman be suspended from the 
Students' Society of McGill Uni- 
versity until June 30, 1949. 

2. Whereas the McGill Labour 
Progressive Party Club did con- 
done the sale of the Canadian Tri- 
bune by its Members in the McGill 
Union; and Whereas the Club has 
Operated as such while subject to 
suspension by the Students' Ex- 
ecutive Council pending investi- 
gation of the allegations against 
them in that they sent out a 
formal letter to a' large number of 
students; Therefore it is moved 
that: 

The Club be severely censured 
for this; but that Its Constitution be 
reinstated. 



3. The Students' Executive Coun- 
cil upholds the actions of the Union 
House Committee; but that in this 
case, owing to the higher censure of 
the' Club by the Students' Ex- 
ecutive Council, it Is recommended 
to the Union House Committee that 
they reconsider their decision in 
banning the use of Union facilities 
to the L.P.P. Club.

"Forever Amber" and "Kitty 
two best-selling lurid historical 
novels, lead the quantities of cur- 
rent literature received by the 
March of Books screening centre. 
Miss Margaret McGarry, Convenor, 
Screening Committee and Chair- 
man. Montreal Special Libraries As- 
sociation announced today. 

Miss McGarry stated that these 
books arc not appropriate for send- 
ing to European Universities as the 
type of literature required should 
lend itself for use by university 
students. However, Canadian hos- 
pital and institutional libraries have 
profited from the campaign as such 
literature, unsuitable for Europe, Is 
sent to these organizations. 

Elementary school books have al- 
so been received In large quantities 
and these while unsuitable for uni- 
versities In Europe are routed 
through the Salvation Army to un- 
derprivileged children and other 
groups where they arc appropriate. 

As a result, Miss McGarry an- 
nounced every book received is be- 
ing put to a good use although 
20 per cent of 'receipts cannot be 
sent to European libraries?" ' 

The Screening Staff of the March 
of Books campaign recently rescued 
two detective thrillers, mistakenly 
included by a contributor who had 
rented them from the YWCA lib 
rary. After much excitement and 
searching they were finally relum- 
ed intact to the grateful owner. 

A variety of literature has been 
received. Curent best sellers arc 
prolific, but there arc also ancient 
volumes, the earliest of which was 
printed in 1771. One donor has sent 
in more than a hundred 'True 
Western Tales", and another has 
contributed a complete encyclo- 
pedia In its original. While" French 
and English books have been in a 
majority, other languages repre- 
sentcd have been German, Spanish 
and Italian.

English Dept to 
^Present Play 
By Goldsmith 



Weizinan's 'Trial and Error' 
Reviewed by Dr. Wasserman 



On Friday, March. 4, Dr. Rachel 
Wasserman.. Assistant Professor of 
English at Sir George Williams Col- 
lege, addressed a joint assembly of 
students from Sir George and Mc- 
Gill. Dr. Wasserman reviewed the 
current book Trial And Error, 
•which is the autobiography of 
Chairn Weizman, first president of 
the State of Israel. 

Dr. Wasserman said that the book 
is essentially a political narrative 
It is the story of Zionism, a move- 
ment which began as a Utopian 
dream in the minds of a few west- 
ern Europeans, and which spread 
and aroused interest in all parts of 
the world. 
. The major noint of this narrative 
Is the difference in the attitudes 
toward Zionism of Weizman and 
•uch men as Herzl and Nordau. 
jBorn and raised in .an eastern 
European ghetto, Weizman regard- 
ed a Jewish National home as an 
Immediate and vital necessity, while 
Herzl and other Western intellec- 
tuals though of it as something that 
required little immediate action but 
could be attained over a long per- 
iod of years. These men had never 
known the same curtailments of 
personal freedom that" Weizman 
knew, and to him it was an urgent 
matter. Weizman charges that Nor- 



dau had a patronizing attitude and 
a supercilious tone when they talk- 
ed together. • 

Another point about the narrative 
is the way in which he treats the 
famous figures of Zionism. He re 
vitalizes them and rips away much 
actcr which often grows about 
ot the mythical greatness of char 
actcr which often grows about 
such figures after their death. He 
portrays them authentically, with 
their due measures of human frail- 
ty, and in so doing may sadly disij- 
lusion many Zionists. His method 
of writing here resembles that of 
George Bernard Shaw. 

Dr. nachel Wasserman is a grad- 
uate of McGill .University. She ob- 
tained her M.A. at Harvard and her 
Ph.D. at Cornell. She is very ac- 
tive in Montreal Jewish circles. 

In dealing with the book. Dr. 
Wasserman remarked on its timely 
appearance. It was published at 
the very Instant that the Zionist 
dream of a Jewish state was real- 
ized, and upon the eve of the au- 
thor's own personal triumph in the 
first Israeli National elections. It 
is indeed a work of great benefit 
to all readers interested in gaining 
an insight into the lives and work 
of the men who brought about the 
realization of that dream. 



Knowing that an organization 
like theirs is somewhat respons- 
ible for the creation of a truly 
Canadian Theatre, and probably 
having been influenced also by 
successes in the past, the members 
of the McGill English Department 
have deemed it fitting to present 
another play In the near future. 
They have selected none other 
than Oliver Goldsmith's comedy, 
"She Stoops To Conquer." 

As Mr. Elmer Hall was unable 
to assume responsbllity of the task, 
Mr. Frank Ford, who is technical 
director of the English Department 
and whose experience extends as 
far as having been director on 
Broadway stages some years ago, 
has consented to direct and stage 
the production. As we were speak- 
ing to him he expressed confidence 
in the ability of his young actors 
to execute the play quite well and 
to its last nuance» However, it will 
be for the audience to Judge, when 
the hour draws near. 

For the first time since produc- 
tions arc staged at McGill. a direc- 
tor has resorted to the procedure 
termed "Digging out the parts" in 
theatrical' idiom, and known only 
In professional theatre. Each actor 
is given his own part with cues 
written, instead of a printed edi- 
tion of the play. 

The production is to be played 
in Moyse Hall on Thursday, Fri- 
day and Saturday. March 17, 18, 
19, at 8.30 p.m. with a Matinee on 
Saturday at 2.30 p.m. Saturday 
night's presentation has been re- 
served for the public (tickets 
priced at $1.00); all others, includ- 
ing the Matinee, are for the bene- 
fit of student* nickels priced at 
50 cents). 



In commemoration of the two- 
hundredth anniversary of the birth 
of Goethe, the great German writer, 
the German department of McGill 
Is sponsoring the Goethe Festival 
to be held here next week. 

The first event of this festival 
will be a lecutre by Professor B. 
Fairlcy, of the Department of Ger- 
man in the University of Toronto. 
Goethe, the Man and the Myth' 
Is the title of this lecture, which 
will be given In English. Professor 
Falrley has made a careful study ot 
Goethe, and has written two books 
on him. The lecture will be held 
in Moyse Hall at twelve noon on 
Friday, March 18. Admission is 
free to all those interested. 

A Goethe musical and dramatic 
programme will be presented In 
Moyse Hall at 8.15 p.m. on Wedncs 
day, March 23. It will consist of 
Goethe's poems in musical comr 
positions by Beethoven, Mozart, 
Schubert, Schumann, Relchardt, 
and Zclter, and interpretations of 
dramatic scenes -from Goethe. 

Several of these pieces will be 
sang by Shirley Sproule. solo 
soprano, of the McGill Conservator- 
ium of Music, under the direction of 
Jean Millar. A special group from 
the McGill Choral Society will 
follow with various short selections. 



Mario Duschcncs, from the Cotiser 
vatorium of Music in Geneva, Swit 
zcrland, will then interpret several 
pieces on the flute. 

In the second part of 
gramme will be presented a love- 
scene from Egmout, and the Pro- 
logue in Heaven, to Faust. 

Lastly, there will be lyrical- 
dramatic interpretations of Goethe's 
Monologue, "Prometheus," and of 
his poem, "Amor as Landscape 
Painter.'' Professor Graff of the Mc- 
Gill German Department is in 
charge of this section of the pro- 
gramme, and Dr. Arthur Lismcr of 
the Fine Arts Department, will pro 
vide for the pictorial element in the 
latter interpretation. 

A short commentary in English 
by students in the German Depart- 
ment will precede every feature of 
the programme.

9181, 
local 395) or from the Central 
Ticket Office, next week.

Sunday morning, at 
Heart Convent, Ihe members of 
the Newman Club heard a tall; de- 
livered by H. N. Fieldhousc, Dean 
of the Faculty of Arts and Science, 
o nthc subject of "Morality and 
Politics." 

The Dean began by < describing 
the two theories now held concern- 
ing the relations between private 
morality, i.e., that of the individual, 
and public morality, that Is that 
used In international dealings. The 
eastern powers follow the trail 
blazed by Machiavelli and Bis- 
marck In believing that private and 
public ethics a«.> completely sep- 
arated. To them the tenets of in- 
dividual morality do not apply to 
politics, where might is right. 

Western Idea 

The wctscm.idca is much more 
complex. Its roots lie in the de- 
velopment of the natural sciences 
which began thro centuries ago. 
Among it3 best known advocates 
were Gladstone, Wilson and Cham- 
berlain. Its belief is that private 
morality is superior lo that of a 
nation, as can be seen by the fol- 
lowing quotation from Gladstone, 
who said "I look forward with con- 
fidence to the day when the 
ethics of nations will be that of 
the individuals". This theory holds 
that by sufficient patient research 
means can be found of bringing 
the ethics of international politics 
up to ' the standards of private 
ethics. This is based on three 
assumptions. Firstly, that there is a 
fundamental harmony of interest 
nations. That they all 
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I want certain things which in this (George Joly, 

« 



Sacred modern world can be obtained 
more readily by co-operation than 
by war. Secondly, that wars can ba 
prevented by having an Interven- 
ing period for cooling off and dis- 
cussion, lo be followed logically by 
some compromise. Thirdly that this 
compromise Is merely a means to 
an end, which is international law. 
A law to maintain peace and order 
between nations. 

Agreement Necessary 
Dean Ficldhouse critized the 
basis for the beliefs of the western 
world. He stated that compromise 
can only take place where there is 
agreement on fundamental issues, 
as between the members of. the 
British Commonwealth. In addi- 
tion, private and public morality 
must exist before international law 
can be set up. Law cannot enforce 
order. Order must uphold law. 

In conclusion he said that the 
basic mistake made in the above 
theory is that since the morality' 
of international polities is obvi- 
ously bas, therefore private mor- 
ality is better. Actually the dif- 
ference between the two is in de- 
grec, not in kind. No individual 
lives up to the ethical ideal. Every 
idea in passing Into words or ac- 
tion becomes changed and contain- 
lnated in some' way. This is the ■ 
reason for all mistakes. The cor- 
ruption and disorder of man's na- 
ture caused by original sin has not 
been taken into account. Thus If 
one is to gain the Utopia of our 
desires there must be a regulation 
of our private lives.

Pen Sketch 

While Jack Crepeau is known as 
the spirited enthusiast of the cam- 
pus, he is another individual, most 
sincere and conscientious, to the 
many who have worked with him.

Election 
Procedure 

The following extract from the 
report of the S.E.C. election com- 
mittee outlines the procedure to 
be followed in the elections on 
March 0. 

The Faculty representatives «hall 
be the Returning, Officers in their 
respective Faculties. Their duties 
shall be as follows: 

A. To make all administra- 
tive arrangements for the pro- 
per conduct of the elections in 
their respective Faculties. 

B. To appoint the minimum 
number of Assistant Returning 
Officers necessary for the effi- 
cient conduct of the election. 

C. To pick up the ballot 
boxes, ballots and voting lists 
at the McGill Union between 
8:15 and 8:40 a.m., Tuesday, 
March 0. and to return same to 
the Union at 4:15 p.m. on the 
same day. 

D. To assist in counting the 
ballots. (Each Faculty Rep- 
resentative must bring one as- 
sistant to help count ballots 
after the election. 

E. In the event that any 
Faculty Representative is un- 
able In perform his duties, he 
must name a deputy who must 
meet with the approval of the 
S.E.C.

The 
duties of the candidate's scrutineer 
shall be to visit the polls to satisfy 
himself and his candidate that the 
election is being properly conduct, 
cd: and to scrutinize the counting 
of the ballots after the election. 

Balloting: 

A. All students whose namrsi 
are on the vntinr list shall have 
the franchise. 

B. Voters shall initial the 
voting lists hcslde their names. 
Otherwise, the voting lists shall 
he secret. 

C. All ballots must he initial- 
ed by the Returning Officers 
on the top left-hand corner be- 
fore given to voters! 

D. Specimens of the Initials 
and signatures of all the Re- 
turning Officers must accom- 
any the ballot boxes to the 
Union after the election.
